pearls and taking bejeweled necklaces, 
crowns, and other valuables. | 

The robbers cut a hole in the roof 
of the chapel during the night of April 
7 and descended into the church by 
means of a rope ladder. The jeweled 
copy of the most holy Iberian ikon, 
brought to Moscow in 1648 from Mount 
Athos, and before which innumerable 
emperors paid homage every time they 
passed into the Kremlin, was stripped 
of all its jewels and also partly de- 
faced; the tiny chapel, which has al- 
ways been the Mecca for the devout 
of orthodox faith, was strewn with 
broken lamps and other sacred furnish- 
ings which the robbers apparently 
were unable to carry off with them. 

When the news of the robbery gained 
circulation the chapel was thronged 
with crowds of the faithful, who at- 
tended a special service.

ISSUE LEAGUE 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Spe- 
cial.}—As chairman of the lican 


senatorial campaign committée, Sena- | 


tor McCormick [Ills.} declared in the 
senate today that the Republican par- 
ty would promptly accept the chal- 
lenge of James M. Cox, Democratic 
standard bearer in 1920, to make the 
league of nations the issue in the ap- 
proaching elections. 

“You. might think a great part of 
Gov, Cox's address was burbling and 
blithering bombast,” Senator McCor- 
mick said, “ but you could not mistake 
his intention to carry the people of the 
United States into the league. 

“I welcome the issue which will be 
presented if any senator on the other 
side will join Gov. Cox in demanding 
that the United States join the league 
of nations and I will make the cam- 
paign of 1924 as Gov. Cox made the 
campaign of 1920, Let he who is witb- 
out fear among you be the first to join 
himself with Gov. Cox this issue.” 

There were many Democrats pres- 
ent but none of them leared to his feet

to align himself with Gov. Cox. Sena- 
tor Borah [Idaho] thereupon took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to reprove the 
Republican administration for showing 
less antagonism toward the league of 
nations. He made it plain that only 
simon-pure anti-leaguers would have 
his support for reélection. He named 
Secretary Hughes and Secretary Hoo- 
ver as pro-league influences close te 
President Harding. 

Senator Borah predicted the league 
issue would again figure in the Re- 
publican party. The election of 1920 
“constitited ‘a popular rejection of 
the league, but that principle has al-

years,” Senator Borah said.

Senator Ashurst, Arizona, Democrat, 
said the Cox views on the league were 
well known, but he could not under- 
stand how Senator McCormick could 
accept his challenge about the league 
“after having voted recently for the
